^eafonahle  Hints  to  Farmers.      '   '■' 
It  is  presuaied  you  are  fully  aware  of  tfie  importance  oi 
havinj;  good  seed  selected  for  planting;.     This  ought  to  be 
carefully  attended  to  as  it  regards  the  several  sorts  of  risgeta- 
bles  and  pulse  ;  but  as  it  regards  the  different  kinds  of  grain, 
more  particularly  wheat,  it  is  of  the  greatest  coneequence. 
By  paying  suitable  attention  to  the  selection  of  seed  wheat, 
and  by  having  it  well  prepared  before  sowing,  the  crops 
throughout  the  country  would  probably  be  increased  one 
fourth  in  quantity.     Old  experienced  Farmers  generally  pre- 
fer the  seed  of  their  own  raising,  or  gel  ting  a  supply  from 
their  neighbours,  provided  it  be  good.     When  it  is  brought 
from  a  dit^tance,  we  cannot  ascertain  its  quality  with  any  de- 
gr*ie  of  certainty.     The  seeda  of  many  noxious  and  injurious 
weeds  may  be  intermixed  therewith,  which  cannot  bo  dis- 
cerned— besides,  it  may  be  questioned  whether  wheat  and 
other  sorts  of  grain  will  not  depreciate  by  being  sown  in  a; 
«oil  diflferent  from  that  on  which  it  was  raised.     To  the  io- 
veral  modes  of  preparing  wheat  for  sowing,  we  add  the,  fol- 
lowing which  it  seems  has  been  practised  by  some  of  the 
Farmers  in  Connecticut. — Soak  the  seed  in  strong  brine  from 
seven  to  ten  days,  say  a  buJihel  and  a  half  to  the  acre,  skim 
oflT  the  tillh  that  rises  on  the  top,  and  at  the  end  of  not  less 
than  seven  days,  pour  offthe  pickle,  mix  with  it  slacked  lime 
and  sow  it  the  same  day.     Several  farmers  who  have  prepa- 
re(]l  their  wheat  in  this  manner  from  five  to  eight  years,  and 
the  average  crop  has  been  about  twenty  bushels  per  acre,  fr»e 
from  smut  or  blast.     We  repeat  that,  though  these  maladies 
may  be  guartled  against  with  a  degree  of  certainty  in  wheat 
if  the  seed  be  good,  yet  we  are  confident,  that  these  diseases; 
cannot  be  eradicated  from  grain  affected  therewith,  and  if 
sown,  they  will  increase  until  the  crop  is  run  out.    This  we 
have  learned  by  experience. 

To  increafe  a  Barky  Crop. 
Dissolve  three  pounds  of  copperas  in  a  pail-full  of  boilioffi 
water,  add  to  this  c^s  mucli  dung  puddle  water  ai  %vill  cover 
three  or  four  bushels  of  barley,  stir  it  and  let  it  steep  for  .four 
and  twenty  lu)urs  ;  when  the  seed  is  spread  and  drained,  siftf 
on  fine  lime  which  fits  it  for  sowing.  Barley  grows  tvcll  oQ 
almost  all  kinds  of  soil,  if  properly  managed  but  thut  which  is 
moderately  light  is  perhaps  the  most  suitable.  The  land 
should  il>e  well  subdued  by  previous  tillage,  and  well  heated 
with  dung,  lime,  ashes  or  other  hot  manures,  if  you  would 
have  an  abundant  crop.  \ 
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As  a  necessary  pr€^rationori?(y«,'for  sdwirtj^,  observe  the 
fqllp wing  directions :  Salt  ia  to  be  dissolved  in  water  until^an 
egg.^viU  swfirn,  then  half  aa  much  more  ja  tO;be  added  and  tht* 
seed  put  to  st<jepinj4  ;  after  twelve  hours,  ^n  ounqe  pfalum 
to  every  gallon  is  to  put  in,. and  the  whole  stand  t^velve  hours 
Ipngdr,  the  liquor  must  be  drawn  ofi^and  the  rye  spread  on 
thp Jlpor  and  covered  thick  wiih  slacked  lirpe  gifted  on  it, 
atid  HiJ^^^d  ui^^i^  ^he  whole  ia  impregnated  thoreuith,  after 
v\^hich  It  is  to  be  immediately  sown.  It  is  said  there  is  not 
miich  danger  of  rye'*  blasting  if  managed  in  this  n\anner,  ex- 
cept only  from  local  causes,  such  as  ha^bary  bashes  wliich 
ought  to  be  eradioated  from  the  borders  of  fields  as  jLhey 
will  aBSUjredly  bring  a  blast.  ,  ,

Ih  there  an}!  ropm  to  dou)>t,  Uiat  iheiprofitf  of  our  .thLtriefi 
tnay  be  greatljr  aHgi¥»e»ted  by  i(  pixipol"  lU^Unition  to  4fi«  breed 
nfmHch  oows  P'  Tlief<*  k  said  g^Oil  <li««ping  mak««  good  cows, 
yet  thoe«  who  ny  it  swe  in  tfieirown  covvyanfs  freqtietitly  a 
mng]e  cow,,  not  f>ig|^'t»'  or  hotter /evl  t|ian  otheirB,  giving  doa- 
ble t}i.o  qufi^niity  oifinilk.  It  is  very  .«pare|,es8^h^8tijpjjl  to  g,o 
on  re^cins  the  calves^  iirora  poor  cowqj  in  |U'^|eji;'^]g^Q  i^  thi()«^ 
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from  good  cow8|  jret  this  is  pretty  generally  done^  becBiiee 
the  excellent  cowa  bring  excellent  fat  calves  for  the  market. 
Their  good  or  bad  qualities  are  undoubtedly,  as  well  as  their 
color  and  size — at  lea^t  in  a  very  considerable  degree.  Why 
should  we  scruple  this,  any  more  than  the  improvement  of 
the  breed  of  horses?  The  bull  is  to  be  chosen  with  no  less 
care  than  the  cow.  The  best  cows  for  miik  may  be  reared 
as  certainly  as  horses  £ov  race  or  draught — and  in  a  dairy 
country,  the  total  neglect  of  this  important  care  is  shameiui 
and  unaccountable. 

Fattening  of  Hogs. 

'■  The  difufe  into  which  the  cuhivation  of  Maize  or  Indian  Corn  is  ra> 
pidiy  faliing,  may  be  confidered  very  advantageous  to  the  agricultural 
profperity  of  this  Country.  The  very  great  exp'tnfe  of  labor  beflowed 
upon  this  culture,  the  negle£l  of  wheat,  rye,  barley  and  oats,  in  cofife- 
quencc  of  an  attention  to  it,  ,the  uncertainty  of  the  crop,  arifing  from 
the  fudden  tranfitions  of  its  climate — and  above  all,  a  roiflaken  eOimaie 
of  its  v^ue,  are  circuroftances  which  contribute  to  render  the  raifing  of 
Indian  Corn,  the  very  warft  fort  of  hufbandry  for  the  northern  cHmates. 
An  idea  is  entertained  annong  the  common  farmers,  that  fwine  cannot 
be  fattened  without  it :  this  we  apprehend  is  an  et  lor.  One  would  fup- 
]H>fe  there  never  was  any  good  pork  or  bacon  'i  Great^Britain  or  France, 
where  Indian  Corn  is  feldom  or  never  feen. 

Let  us  inquire  how  hogs  are  fattened  in  England.  It  may  be  bene- 
ficial to  uj,  if  it  only  eradicates  our  prejudices  in  favor  of  Indian  corn. 

Coarfely  ground  oats,  barley  meal,  pea  meal  or  peas  unground,  beans 
either  whole  or  broken,  are  commonly  ufed.  Beaps  contain  a  greater 
quantity  of  nutrition  in  the  fame  bulk,  than  almoft  any  fort  of  grain. —> 
A  Winqhefler  bufhel  of  peat  may  add  about  nine  or  ten  pounds  to  the 
weight  of  9  good  hog  of  twenty  fcore,  or  perhaps  fomcthing  more  upoQ 
j^  large  or  confiderable  lefs  upon  one  of  fmaller  fize.  A  hog,  when  put 
Uff^^to  fatten  i**  good  condition,  (and  they  fhould  never  be  put  up  in  a 
contrary  flate)  which,  when  fat  will  weigh  twenty  fcore,  will  confume 
in  the  pioportion  of  (ixur  feven  bufliels  of  peas  or  other  fimilar  i^iaterials. 

A  practice  has  recently  found  its  way  into  Eflex  and  the  othe/  parts 
of  England,  of  fattening  fwine,  which  has  been  found  extremely  benefici- 
al, viz.  that  of  feeding  large  hogs  in  feparate  ftalls,  fo  conflru£led  that  the 
animal  can  at  his  pleafure  conveniently  get  up,  or  lay  down,  but  cannot 
turn  roun'd.  The  ftalls  are  upon  an  inclined  plane,  from  the  head  to 
the  tail  of  the  animal,  and  are  cleaned  out  every  day.  Barley  meal  mix- 
ed with  water  is  the  food  ;  and  a  pig  forward  in  flefh,  weighing  feventy 
pounds,  Oiall  in  twenty-three  days  increafe  its  weight  to  an  bundled  and 
foiiy  pounds :  the  gain  of  feventy  pounds  live  weight  may  be  called  forty 
five  pounds  dead,  whi^h  at  8d  per  pound  is  7&.  6d  flerling  per  week — 
The  quietnefs  of  thefe  ftyescaufes  them  to  fatten  more  quickly,  as  they 
have  only  to  eat  and  ficep. 

The  moft  profitable  method  of  converting  grain  of  any  kind  into  food 
for  hogs,  is  to  grind  it  into  meal  and  mix  this  with  water  in  the  piropor- 
tion  of  five  bufheli  to  one  hundred  gallons,  ftiring  it  thoroughly  feveral 
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times  a  day  for  three  weeks  in  cold  weather,  or  for  a  fortnight  in  a  waiW 
cr  feafen,  hy  which- it  will  have  fomented  well,  and  become  acid;  tin^  ^ 
which  time  it  if  not  ready  to  gite.  This  mixture  mufl  alwayi  be  flir-  > 
red  immediately  before  feeding,  and  two  or  three  ciflerns  (hould  be  kept 
for  fomenting  in  fucceflion.  The  difference  between  feeding  in  this 
manner  and  givingihe  graiiv  whole,  or  partially  ground,  is  so  profitable, 
that  whoever  tries  it  Qnce  will  not  be  apt  to  change  it.  Pea  loup  given 
in  winter,  milk  warm,  is  an  excellent  food,  nearly  if  not  quite  equal  to 
the  above.  The  food,  of  which  ever  kind,  mufl  be  given  to  animals  in 
fuch  fufficiently  fiiort  intervals  as  to  keep  them  in  a  ftate  of  refl;  fince 
on  this  principle  it  is  that  they  become  fat  in  ao  expeditious  maooer. 

Rearing  Calves, 

Boil  half  a  pint  of  flaxfeed  in  two  quarts  of  water,  ten  minutes,  to  a 
Jellfty  ;  then  add  fl(im  milk  enough  for  three  calves,  and  the  fame  pro- 
proportion  of  feed  for  any  number  of  calves.  This  food  given  to  them 
twice  or  thrice  aday  when  quite  young,  makes  thrni  healthy  and  vigo- 
rous ;  and  is  prepared  with  Icfs  trouble  than  either  broth  or  hay  tea. 
This  method  is  now  pra^^ifed  bv  a  Farmer  in  this  vicinity,  with  good 
efief),  who  took  ihe  plan  from  The  Farmer's  AJftfiant,  page  151,  which 
alfo  fays,  that  flaxfeed  jelly  with  hay  tea  is  good  without  milk — SUck- 
bridge  paper. 

Method  of  CTptditioualy  fattening  Chirlcens. 

Take,  for  that  pnrpofe,  a  quantity  of  rice,  and  grii.u  or  pound  it  into 
a  fine  flour  ;  mix  fufficient  for  prefent  ufe  with  milk  and  a  little  coarfe 
fugar ;  flir  rhe  whole  well  over  the  fiie,  till  it  makes  a  thick  pafle  ; 
and  feed  the  chickens,  in  the  daytime  only,  by  putting  z$  much  of  it  as 
they  can  eat,  but  no  mote,  into  the  troughs  belonging  to  their  coops.  It 
muft  be  eaten  while  warm  ;  and,  if  they  have  alfo  beer  to  drink,  they 
will  foon  grow  very  fat,  A  mixtuie  of  oatmeal  and  treacle,  combined 
till  it  crumbles,  i*  faid  to  form  a  food  for  chickens,  of  which  ihey  are  fo 
fond,  and  with  which  they  thiive  fo  rapidly,  that  at  the  end  of  two 
months  they  become  as  large  as  the  generality  of  full  grown  fowls  fef!  in 
the  commoti  way.    i 

Young  Tiirkies. 
It  is  well  known  that  young  Turkies  are  very  fender  ani- 
roals,  and  that  expo<-ure  to  cold  and  wet  ia  almost  certain 
death  to  thein.  An  ejCperienced  friond  aBsures  um,  that  a  cer- 
tain way  to  avoid  this,  is  to  take  t'rotn  the  nest  all  the  firf-t 
eggs  ;  tlie  consequence  will  be,  that  the  yonng  brood  comes 
forward  later  in  iheseapon,  when  the  weather  is  milder,  and 
better  suited  to  their  tender  con^titutiow,  and  thua  nearly  al) 
of  them  may  grow  up  to  maturity.  The  person  who  com- 
municates this  hint,  has  for  several  seasons  put  it  in  practice, 
and  always  found  it  completely  succesJuU

nrmy  be  depended  oh  that  the  Sheep  will  neither  bd  IroubJled 
with  the  scab  or  vermin  that  3'ear. 

Lima  and  Frofl  Beans.  '  /  , 
It  often  happens  that  early  froKts  desti^oy  the  vines  of  these 
beann  before  they  are  suliiciently  rif>e  for  seed.  When  a 
good  nutniwr  of  pods  are  set  on  each  bill,  cut  otf  the  ends  of 
all  the  vines  m«'  h  a  sharp  knife«  This  operation  must  be  re- 
peated severai  lipieH  during  the  season — The  whole  nourir*h- 
ment  will  tlien  go  to  the  pods  that  are^set,  iiod  they  will  rir
